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THE FAIR REACHES ONE GOAL 


Audit report for the 1958 Porterville Fair has special significance, 
for this report shows that the Fair is out of debt, has money in the 
bank, and is operating on the black side of the ledger. 

This is significant because back in 1950 the Fair took a shellacking 
to the tune of $6,000. That was the year the show was held at the 
Rocky hill arena; it was also the year that directors under-estimated 
expenses and over-estimated income, something that is pretty hard 
4o get away with in any type of enterprise. 

With a debt of $6,000 hanging over them, members of the fair 
Board debated long and seriously about what to do: Sell the assets 
that the Fair had, pay off the remaining balance themselves and get 
out of the Fair business, or take another try at it. 

Decision to stay in business — at least for one more year — was 
reached, arrangements were completed to hold the 195! fair in the 
Porterville municipal ball park, and directors decided to drop amateur 
entertainment, replacing it with the best professional outdoor show 
that could be obtained. 

New location, new type of entertainment, new approach to the 
fair as a busniess proposition paid off. After the 1951 Fair, directors 
had money in the bank, but still the heavy debt. 

But there was more enthusiasm and there was no doubt now but 
that the Fair would be continued. Directors carried the debt for the 
first year, then Mrs. Violet Carpenter loaned the Fair board $5,000, 
without interest; and a program was started to construct permanent 
facilities as they are now established on the fair grounds. 

And what a project that was. Remember? Everyone in town, 
and in the country too, pitched in and helped. An estimated 5,000 
man-hours of donated labor went into the main exhibit building; ma- 
terials were provided at cost; when the pressure was on, 50 or 75 busi- 
ness men and farmers could be seen in the evening driving nails, or 
sawing lumber, or doing other work. 

Each year facilities were improved — some $50,000 went into the 
fair since it was moved onto city property, in addition to innumerable 
hours of donated work. 

As a result, Porterville now has a livestock show and fair that is 
debt-free, that is the finest type of agricultural community event, that 
stands on its own merits wihtout subsidy from the State of California. 

Certainly Porterville Fair facilities are not the flashiest in the state, 
but just as certainly, the Porterville Fair has something that few, if 
any, state subsidized Fairs have —. community acceptance and pride 
that makes the Porterville Fair "our Fair." 

So much for the past. It's the future now — a future in which the 
Porterville Fair must continue to improve and to grow as the south- 
eastern Tulare county community grows. And after its hectic past, 
there is nothing left that the Fair need fear in the future, as long as it 
remains a truly community event.

“~~ (Gontinued from Page 1) - 
that will lie just east of the Edi- 
son company power station. 

Pattern of the maximum pool 
wil be irregular on the upper end, 
extending back into the foothill 
valleys and leaving the rocky 
mountain just west of the Bartlett 
park almost as an island. 

Height of Success dam will be 
148 feet; elevation of the dam at 
the top will be 691.5 feet; width 
at the crest will be 22.5 feet; base 
of the dam will be about 1,000 
feet in width; freeboard above the 
spillway on the west side of the 
dam will be 4.7 feet and total 
volume of embankment will be 4,- 
$00,000 square yards. 

Frazier dyke, with 660,000 
square yards of embankment, is 
being built to protect against an 
exceptionally heavy flow of water 
in the Tule that might, under un- 
usual circumstances, back the wa- 
ter up higher than the natural 
high water line. 

In his Rotary club talk, Doyle 
said that the spillway that will 
be placed in the saddle that lies 
just west of the dam site is to pro- 
tect the dam in case of exception- 
ally high water, and to keep wa- 
ter from going over the top of the 
dam. 

“Earthfill dams are one of the 
safest type of dam in the world,’’ 
Doyle said, ‘“‘as long as water does 
not go over the top.’”’ 

Estimated cost of the dam and 
reservoir project is now $15,300,- 
000; with first bids to be opened 
September 11, the dam and reser- 
voir may be finished by the sum- 
mer of 1961, provided congress 
continues to appropriate sufficient 
funds, Doyle stated. 

Concerning purpose of the dam, 
Doyle said that flood control is the 
major objective; irrigation bene- 
fits second; recreation, as can be 
provided, third. 

He said the army engineers are 
now preparing a master plan for 
recreation development of the area 
and that the county of Tulare has 
indicated an interest in taking 
over the responsibility of recrea- 
tion — either as the operating 
agent of facilities that may be 
placed on the reservoir, or as the 
lessor.

being given to the establishing of 
a county park, to replace Bartlett 
park, in the river area just below 
the dam site.) 

In commenting on recreation 
potential of the Success project, 
Doyle listed disadvantages as: 
Fluctuation of the shoreline will 
be great; minimum pool, that will 
have a maximum depth of 40 feet 
and an average depth of 12 feet, 
will not be large, compared to 
other reservoirs in the valley; the 
reservoir is not in a scenic loca- 
tion, nor is it at a high enough 
elevation to offer cool summer 
weather; during some years of 
light rain and snowfall, the Tule 
will do little more than “flow 
through the reservoir’, and there 
may be nothing more than a mini- 
mum pool in the reservoir. 

But Doyle listed as advantages 
these points: The reservoir will 
be close ot the valley, and easily 
reached; it has 65,000 people 
within 25 miles and 265,000 with- 
in 50 miles; with boating the 
popular sport that it is, use will 
be made of the Success reservoir

He said that army engineer pol- 
icy is to make flood control facili- 
ties available for public recreation 
— first the “day type’’, such as 
boating, fishing, picnicking; he 
said access roads to the water will 
be provided and that any federal 
land not used in operation of the 
project will be available for other 
use — recreation, livestock graz- 
ing, or possibly other farm opera- 
tions; boat launching and docking 
facilities will be provided; then, 
if there is a. demand, camp 
grounds and organizational camp 
sites may be developed. 

Although the county, or other 
public agency, may take over de- 
velopment of recreation on the 
reservoir, and even privately oper- 
ated concessions may be located 
on the reservoir, the army engin- 
eers will continue to review and 
approve all development plans on 
the reservoir, Doyle said. 

On a basis of public use of Pine 
Flat and Isabella, Doyle said that 
the engineers estimate 150,000 
visitors days per year at Success, 
probably peaked from March 
through July. 

“And we are usually low on our 
estimates’, he said.

He said that the army engineers 
acquire no water rights in connec- 
tion with the- project; storage 
space will be made available for 
irrigation interests owning Tule 
river water rights; that operation 
of the dam will lengthen the 
period of flow in the Tule river; 
that there is little liklihood that 
the engineers will offer a mini- 
mum pool larger than 5,000 acre 
feet, although, through water stor-’ 
age, there may be more that this 
amount of water back of the dam 
much of the time, particularly, 
during the period of spring run- 
off.

mittee chairman, Bill Rodgers, of 
Porterville, authorized to forward 
the recommendation to United 
States Senator William F. Know- 
land for the necessary action in 
Washington, D.C. 

Baker, who has served as assist- 
ant postmaster for 13 years, will 
succeed the late Chester P. Dun- 
ning. 

Born in Springville in 1905, 
Baker is the son of Mrs. W. A. 
Baker and the late Will A. Baker, 
who was the first city carrier in 
the Porterville postoffice. He at- 
tended Porterville elementary 
schools and is a graduate of Por- 
terville high school; he has been 
a career postal employee since 
1936, and had worked as a tem- 
porary clerk or carrier at various 
times back as far as 1928. 

Baker is a member of the Na- 
tional Association of Postal Su- 
pervisors, and has served as presi- 
dent of the Southern San Joaquin 
Valley unit. Under a training 
and development program institut- 
ed by Postmaster General Arthur 
B, Summerfield, he attended sem- 
inars in San Francisco, and com- 
pleted courses in postal manage- 
ment at Fresno and at the College 
of the Sequoias in Visalia.

Community services, such as 
fire and police protection, water 
supply, recreational facilities and 
others can be provided by a num- 
ber of different types of govern- 
mental agencies under California 
law. During the past half century 
your legislature has authorized by 
law the establishment of many 
different kinds of special districts, 
some of which are limited to per- 
forming one service, some of 
which have broader powers. 
About 2900 such districts have 
been set up within the State, oth- 
er than school and irrigation. 


But, ever since California was 
admitted to the Union, the pri- 
mary suppliers of community serv- 
ices have -been the cities of the 
State, now grown to more than 
330 in number. They serve more 
people, and under the law are 
multi-function agencies, not limit- 
ed to single duties. But while the 
number of districts grew by leaps 
and bounds during the first part 
of this century, since 1953, how- 
ever, a total of 39 new California 
cities have been incorporated. 
During the preceding quarter cen- 
tury, only 38 were set up. 

This startling increase in the 
number of new municipalities 
during recent years has created 
some sizeable and troublesome 
problems in local government, The 
Assembly interim committee on 
municipal and county government 
has begun an intensive investiga- 
tion of these problems, and just 
recently held the first of a series 
of public hearings to gather infor- 
mation. 

The committee was told that a 
number of factors have combined 
to encourage incorporation of 
cities. For one thing, the num- 
ber of new residents and new 
homes has grown so rapidly, espe- 
cially in suburban areas, that de- 
mand for community services has 
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skyrocketed, though it is evident} ) 


that new residents are not always 
willing to join existing cities. 
Again, under fairly new state 
laws, a number of revenue sources 
can be shared in by new cities, 
thus reducing the property taxes 
otherwise needed to support them. 


Still another reason given to 
the group for the recent increase 
in number of cities is the heavy 
tax burden imposed in some areas 
by overlapping special districts, 
each created to perform one com- 
munity service. In many cases, 
residents have determined a new

One of the most important rea- 
sons for establishment of- new 
cities in. many instances has been 
the fact that a new city can con- 
trol planning and zoning within 
its boundaries, and can thus pre- 
serve the distinctive nature of a 
particular community. Allied to 
this reason is the fact that a new 
city provides a government on the 
spot. 

Witnesses informed the commit- 
tee that there are serious problems 
connected with incorporation: One 
is the now open competition be- 
tween various local governments, 
for the “business” of serving new 
communities. Another is the long 
“dry spell” which a new city must 
undergo before it receives tax rev- 
enues. A third-is the difficulty-of 
collecting accurate data upon 
which to decide whether to form 
a@ new city. 

From the testimony, it was ap- 


parent that the first problem 
require considerable study. As 
for the second, it was suggested 
that a state revolving loan be set 
up to help newly created cities. 
On the third, it was proposed that 
the job of the local planning ad- 
visory committee, a group made 
up of seven local officials under 
state law, be enlarged so it can do 
an unbiased fact finding study for 
any community interested in form 
ing a city.
